1. In late March 1952, the headquarters of 2 Antiairerafi Artillery Regiment was
stationed in a 3-story building in the immediate vicinity of the war .
factory at Kazanluk. The unit had 78 mm German pieces in the following loca-
tions:

a. 4 pleces in the factory yard;

b. L pleces at the barracks at Buzovgrad; this unit consisted of 100 men
under the command of a first lieutenant; and )

c. L pieces located in the barracks at Kyulmeton, two kilometers north of
Kazanluk.

2. The headquarters and staff of an unidentified armored division were located in
a building at the Kamzanluk alrport. One regiment of the division was at Dolno
Panicherevo and one regiment, formerly at the Kazanluk airfield, was at Volovete,
four kilometers ngrth of Kazanluk. The regiments were provided with 120-130
model T-70 tanks.’ .

3. On 16 Merch 1952, approximately 100 vehicles transported barbed wire and stakes
from Koprivlen to loecation QK-5930 for the comstruction of a barrier paralliel
to the border.
